1 .(currently amended) A device for collecting gravel and/or calculi expelled 
through the urethra particularly conco i vod for be i ng usod by ronal pationto and 
for tho purpooo of allow i ng and facil i tating tho colloction of such rooiduo oxpollod 
whilo urinat i ng during urination comprising in nny p l nnn nnH i n -my rirrnmrtnnrn 
charactorizod i n that it is conctitutod by moans of a typo of a sieve of a textile 
nature and suitable porosity, said sieve having a mouth and provided at the level 
of its said mouth with a proforably an elliptical-shaped ring, said ring associated 
to a handle for handling the device, with tho part i cu l arity that wherein said ring 
can be folded over itself to reduce the volume of the device in an inoperative 
situation. 

2. (currently amended)- A The device according to claim 1 . wherein fef 
collect i ng gravol and/or ca l cul i oxpollod through tho urothra according to c l aim 1, 
charactorizod in that tho said ring of the mouth of the sieve is carriod out in 
comprises two rods, each of said two rods comprising a th e ro boing dofinod i n 
each ono of thorn a curved section and a straight section, one of said two beth 
rods being joined to the other of said two the rods togothor in an articulated 
fashion at on e of tho an ends of their a curved section, whoroao wherein each of 
said thei^straight sections enter the sajd handle, one of said curved sections 
them being integrally joined to the tetter other of the curved sections , whoroas 
tho othor ono is ab l o to rotate i n ordor to allow the swiveling of one half ring of 
the curved sections with respect to the other of the curved sections eee. 

3. (currently amended) A The device for collocting gravo l and/or calcul i 
expollod through tho urothra according to claim 2, charactor i zod i n that tho 
wherein said mov i ng rod further comprises incorporatos in tho aroa whoro i ts 
proximate said curved section said and straight sections-meet, a side flange for 
locking said rcxk -said side flange being lockable that can bo l ocked into a groove 
of the sajd handle , for which purposo a proxima l soct i on is arrangod in tho hand l o 
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wh i ch i s tolosGop i ca ll y movab l o w i th roopoct to said handlo, in which said groovo 
i s locatod, such that i n a rotractod s i tuat i on of tho prox i ma l soction of tho hand l o, 
tho flango is located outsido it, tho sw i voling of sa i d rod boing possib l o, whoroao 
i n th e e xt e nd e d pos i tion of said s e ction tho flang e is l ocked in th e groovo, tho 
fix e d s e ction of tho hand l o furth e r incorporating mov e mont gu i d e s for th e moving 
soction, specifically for safety stops for tho latter . 

4. (currently amended) A- The device for collecting gravel and/or calcu l i 
expelled through tho urethra according to claim 1 . wherein any of tho provious 
cla i ms, characterized i n that tho said sieve is finished at its lower end opposite te 
its sajd mouth with a cylindrical teat which allows collecting the expelled gravel 
and/or calculi for thoir l ater medical contro l.

7. (new) The device according to claim 3, wherein said proximal section is 
arranged in said handle which is telescopically movable with respect to said 
handle, in which said groove is located, such that in a retracted position of said 
proximal section of the handle, said flange is located outside it, the swiveling of 
said rod being possible, whereas in the extended position of said section the 
flange is locked in said groove. 

8. (new) The device according to claim 4, further comprising a fixed 
section on said handle, said fixed section having a housing inside having a 
sample collection box, said sample collection box having a series of volumetric 
markings for determining the amount of sample collected, and a lid arranged for 
the hermetic sealing of said housing. 

9. (new) The device according to claim 3, further comprising a fixed 
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section of the handle having movement guides for the moving section. 

10. (new) An assembly for collecting gravel and/or calculi expelled 
through the urethra, comprising device having a sieve of a textile nature and 
suitable porosity, said sieve having a mouth and provided at the level of said 
mouth an elliptical-shaped ring, said ring associated to a handle for handling the 
device, wherein said ring can be folded over itself to reduce the volume of the 
device in an inoperative situation and a case formed by two shells joined by 
means of a hinge, said case capable of receiving said device when said device is 
in a non-operable orientation. 
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
